The fight for seats in the United States Sen­ 
ate formally opened Tuesday, with the senatorial 
primary in South Dakota. 
In a number of the 
states It opened “informally” weeks or months 
ago. From this time forward it will grow in in­ 
tensity. 
Illinois and Nebraska will stage sena­ 
torial primaries on April 8 next, and the “pri­ 
mary” season will continue until September 23. 
Thirty-three senatorial togas will be awarded 
at the polls next November. At present the re­ 
publicans nominally control that House of Elders 
by a majority of six, which includes LaFollette, 
Brookhart and others who are classed rather as 
party liabilities than as assets. That slender ma­ 
jority may easily be transformed into a minority, 
and as matters now stand the change is rated by 
shrewd observers a probability rather than 
a 
possibility. For if the present political drift de­ 
velops the proportions of a landslide at the polls, 
current indications point to a democratic land­ 
slide. And even if the country-wide vote proves 
reasonably close, the democrats hold an advantage 
so far as the Senate is concerned, in that there are 
more republican senators up for 
re-election 
in 
doubtful” states than there of time-expiring 
democrats in like cases. 
A current size-up of the senatorial outlook lists 
New Jersey, Delaware, Wefct Virginia, Rhode 
Island, Coloradov Kansas, New Mexico and New 
Hampshire, in each of which a toga now worn by 
a republican win be re-assigned by the November 
polling, as excellent fighting ground for demo­ 
crats, With only two or three exceptions the 
states in which Democratic vacancies occur asiso 
ocratic that any change will be one of 
individual toga-wearer and not of party. 
It is still too early for careful analysis of chances 
state by state. The records and standing of the 
party nominees still to be chosen, will influence 
the final results in “doubtful states.” But the pros­ 
pect for democratic recapture of the Senate is so 
bright that the democrats in* such states must 
realize the imporance of their available candidates.
